EL CERRITO — Residents 
questioned and criticized a plan 
Wednesday night that would put 
a BART parking garage, child- 
care center and adjacent condo- 
minium development on the 
southeast corner of El Cerrito 
Plaza, saying the project wasn’t 
necessary and would have a 
greater effect on neighbors than 
a recent report indicates. 

“Housing is needed,” said resi- 
dent Ann Lehman. “Parking is 
needed. This project is not needed.” 

Lehman was one of 13 people 
who spoke of about 40 residents 
who attended the El Cerrito plan- 
ning commission meeting to 
make comments on the draft 
subsequent environmental im- 
pact (SEIR) report for the con- 
troversial plaza development. 

Residents have until Jan. 3 at 
4 p.m. to comment about the 
SEIR, which will be responded 
to in a final document and then 
brought to the planning com- 
mission for a decision about 
whether to certify it. Certification 
of the SEIR is needed for the pro- 
ject to move forward. 

The development is composed 
of 97 condominium units, a 5,000 
square foot child-care center and 
a 500-car garage, with 400 spaces 
dedicated to BART users, said El 
Cerrito associate planner Lee Huo. 

Several residents at the meet- 
ing, including Lehman, believed 
people would not use the park- 
ing garage and that it would cre- 
ate more traffic circulation prob- 
lems at El Cerrito Plaza.

These are just starting points, 
The final plan will probably 
combine some of the best ele- 
ments from each alternative. 

And that’s where we come in. 
Over the next 20 years, this park 
is going to evolve into the defini- 
tive memorial to the women — 
and men, too — who built the 
guns, tanks, ships, and planes 
that saved the world from Hitler, 

But what kind of memorial 
will that be? It’s up to us. To find 
out more about each vision, log 
on to www.nps.gov/rori.

More awful behavior 


TIS COMMENDABLE that the Alameda County 
District Attorney’s Office has charged a youth soc- 
cer coach with assaulting a referee, but at the same 
time we find it revolting that such charges could be- 
come necessary in a game involving 8- and 9-year- 


old children. 


Based on the evidence we have heard, the DA’s office is 
quite correct in filing two misdemeanor assault charges 
against Mauricio Alvarez. He is the Richmond youth soc- 
cer coach accused of both hitting and kicking referee 
Bruce Greenlee, 59, after Greenlee disqualified Alvarez’s 
team from a tournament game for not being able to pro- 
duce proper player passes for one of his players. 


For those unfamiliar with the arcane workings of youth 
soccer, player passes are essentially picture ID cards for 
each child on a particular team. 


These cards are used to prevent teams from cheating by 
importing unauthorized players to their teams. It is horribly 
disconcerting in and of, itself that there is a need for such 
things in youth soccer, but unfortunately itis necessary. 


In this particular case, Greenlee declared a forfeit at 
halftime in the game between the Richmond Cabritos and 
the El Cerrito Hurricanes after Alvarez could not produce 
a player card for one of the Cabritos. 


Witnesses said that Alvarez became enraged at Green- 
lee and struck him at least twice. The referee was forced 
to go to the hospital for medical treatment, including a CT 
Scan and five stitches in his face. 


Much like the abominable behavior at the recent Detroit 
Pistons-Indiana Pacers game, this sort of conduct demands 


strict and swift penalties. 


If Alvarez is found guilty in court, he must receive a life- 
time ban from coaching youth soccer and he must be given 
other substantial penalties by the courts for his action. 


If convicted on both counts, the law allows that he be 
fined up to $2,000 and given as much as a year in jail on 
each count. Those are the kinds of penalties that must be 
imposed for everyone to understand that such actions can- 


not be tolerated.

What’s going on? 


El Cerrito and Albany neighbors have 
concerns about a private developer’s pro- 
posed 500-car garage project, 97 condos 
and a child-care center in the southeast 
corner of the El Cerrito Plaza. 

Since the EIR report came out, the de- 
veloper has downsized the project to 400 
parking spaces and 84 condos. Though 
being built by Measure C monies, it will 
not be a BART garage. How can users be 
assured of a safe place to park and fees 
to be nominal? 

This structure will be the tallest in El 
Cerrito, blocking views of Mount Tamal- 
pais, creating a corridor of cement along 
the Ohlone walkway and sending exhaust 
fumes into the playfield of Albany Mid- 
dle School and into Cougar Field. Once 
it’s built, the space is unavailable for other 
developments, such as shops, restaurants, 
etc. 

How can a private promoter expect to 
make a profit when the prepaid parking 
currently at BART isn’t even filled by 10 
a.m.? Why will users pay to park and 
walk a distance when they can park on 
El Cerrito streets for free? There is no di- 
rect route from the proposed garage to 
BART, either walking or driving. 

Albany is very concerned by the in- 
creased traffic on their streets and is 
proposing to close key streets into the 
Plaza. This will put more traffic on Fair- 
mount Avenue. Del Norte, where the 
Measure C monies were first and origi- 
nally recommended as the garage loca- 
tion, is only one block on and off the free- 
way, with the least number of private 
residences with which to contend. Could 
this be an alternate possibility? 

All residents are encouraged to attend 
the public forum at 7 p.m. Tuesday at 
Cornell School, 920 Talbot St., between 
Solano and Marin avenues in Albany. 
Come hear and give suggestions.

ics. One panelist was a doctor 
who enthusiastically described 
using books as assessment 
tools at regular well-baby 
checkups. He also gave us sta- 
tistics that demonstrated an in- 
crease in weekly reading time 
by the families that received 
these books, and showed us 
some wonderful photographs 
of children with their new 
books. 

The second workshop was 
an interview with Chitra Di- 
vakaruni, the author of several 
popular books, including “Mis- 
tress of Spices” and “ Arranged 
Marriage.” James Quay, from 
the California Council for the 
Humanities, interviewed Di- 
vakaruni, and her comments 
were humorous, charming and 
inspiring for both readers and 
writers. I came away grateful 
to have had the opportunity to 
be there. 

But for me the highlight of 
the day was the Coulter lecture 


and luncheon. The speaker, 
John Berry, is the editor-in- 
chief of Library Journal, which 


was founded in 1876 and is de- 


scribed on its Web site as “the 
oldest independent national li- 
brary publication.” The title of 
his lecture was “Got Politics? 
Librarians, Libraries, and So- 
cial Activism from the ’Sixties 


to the Present,” and the lecture 


was as promised. 

He started out talking about 
information sources in our so- 
ciety. He gave examples, like 
the news and Internet sites, 
and commented on the way 
they are “winnowed down” for 


everyone. And that is definitely 


true: someone has selected the 
information we receive when 
we read a newspaper or find 
facts on the Web. Sometimes, 
this is just a matter of space- 
saving; other times, it is to pre- 
sent a particular point of view. 
But the job of a library, ac- 
cording to Berry, is to provide 
all the information and let the 
public do the winnowing. This 
idea is not new; it is, after all, 


what librarians say all the time: 


libraries are about providing 
equal access to all kinds of in- 
formation. 

However, sometimes the in- 
formation we provide isn’t the 
whole story. His point is that li-

braries need to take another 
look at their role as neutral 
parties. They need to become 
advocates for “uncorrupted in- 
formation,” as opposed to in- 
formation that is presented by 
each political party or candi- 


date. He proposed that libraries 
call themselves “the antidote to 


spin’ and that we tell our pub- 
lic “you need to know it so we 
can continue to govern our- 
selves.” He emphasized that a 
democracy depends on “an in- 
formed electorate” and that a 
library’s job is to do the in- 
forming. 


This concept gives public li- 
braries a huge responsibility, 
But we are capable of meeting 
this challenge, because we 
have the tools and the knowl- 
edge and the ability to find ac- 
curate and in-depth informa- 


tion, I agree with Mr. Berry that 


we all need to make sure the 
facts we use when we cast our 
ballots are facts with sub- 
stance. And what better place 
to find those than at the public 
library?

Working Families Tax Relief 
Act of 2004, 


President Bush signed this law on 
October 4, 2004. The law’s primary 
Purpose was to extend several tax 
provisions that either had expired or 
would soon expire. 


The Act extended through 2010 the 
$1,000 child tax credit, the expanded 
10% income tax bracket, and the larger 
15% tax bracket and standard deduc- 
tion for married couples (double those 
of single taxpayers). The increase in the 
alternative minimum tax exemption 
($40,250 for singles, $58,000 for 
couples) was extended through 2005. 


The $250 above-the-line deduction for 
classroom supplies paid for by teachers 
and the full $2,000 deduction for the 
purchase of clean-fuel vehicles were 
reinstated for 2004 and 2005, A number 
of business tax credits, including the 
research and development credit, were , 
extended through 2005. 


American Jobs Creation Act of 2004. 


The Act brings important changes for 
U.S, manufacturers and multinational 
corporations, but small businesses, 
farmers, and individual taxpayers will 
also be affected. 


The Act allows taxpayers to take a 
federal tax deduction for state and 
local sales tax in lieu of state and local 
income tax in 2004 and 2005. The rules 
on charitable deductions for donating 
vehicles to charity are tightened.

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“Why do we even need a 
parking garage?” asked resident 
Carol Elmstedt. “Why would peo- 
ple pay and walk further when 
they can park on the streets for 
free?” 

Residents feared the new de- 
velopment would reflect and in- 


crease the noise of BART trains, 
which they said was already at a 
high level. Mani Feniger said the 
noise impact labeled “less than 
significant” in the SEIR “may be 
a statistical theory but is not re- 
ality.” 

She pleaded with the com- 
missioners to tour the neighbor- 
hood to hear the noise for them- 
selves, 

“You owe it to us to be re- 
sponsive to come to our homes 
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and be real on the impacts,” she 
said. 

Resident Charles Burress sub- 
mitted a petition with 508 signa- 
tures opposing the project. He 
said residents were not opposed 
to housing but opposed to the 
noise, traffic circulation problems 
and pollution he said the project 
would generate. 

He also believed the SEIR is 
violating the California Environ- 
mental Quality Act because it’s 


not addressing a down-scaled 
version of the project the devel- 
oper has said it plans to build. 

Residents also said more peo- 
ple would lose views of Mount 
Tamalpais and Albany Hill than 
the SEIR indicates. 

The SEIR summary says the 
development would have “less- 
than-significant impacts” in all 
areas that it studied, provided 
mitigation measures are em- 
ployed. 


Hurley 
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Hurley grew up in Richmond, 
graduating from Salesian High 
School in 1968, and attended 
Contra Costa College with an eye 
toward becoming a_ history 
teacher, a career befitting his ap- 
petite for local history and ency- 
clopedic memory. 

But Hurley took a few polic- 
ing courses there and was 
hooked. He joined the San Pablo 


Police Department as a reserve 
officer in 1972 in preparation for 
his first full-time job. 

“I stumbled on this career by 
mistake. I was just taking a few 
courses to fill elective space,” 
Hurley said. “Then I signed up 
for one, took it, and I was fasci- 
nated.” 

At the time, police jobs were 
scarce and the labor market flush 
with young soldiers returning 
from the Viet Nam War. Hurley 
beat about 350 applicants to earn 
a job in El Cerrito in April 1975, 


He was promoted to sergeant 
in 1980, then promptly demoted 
in the wake of Proposition 13-re- 
lated staffing reductions. His 
rank was restored in 1981, and 
he became a commander in 1998. 

Hurley said he doesn’t feel 
like a retiree and intends to find 
a second career. He lives with his 
wife of 30 years, Deborah, and 
has three children. Hurley’s fam- 
ily has lived in the area for gen- 
erations. His grandfather was 
once the editor of the El Cerrito 
Journal. 


Kirkland said the department 
has not finalized decisions about 
how to replace Hurley. It will be 
difficult, he said, to find a re- 
placement for a quietly compe- 
tent, behind-the-scenes leader. 


“I don’t like being the front 
man,” said Hurley, explaining 
why he never wanted to be the 
chief.

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in 1908, when Havens and Francis 
Marion “Borax” Smith ran the Re- 
alty Syndicate—a company that 
helped shape many of Oakland's 
neighborhoods. 

After Frank died in 1917, Leila 
began selling the land that sur- 
rounded her home. Nineteen years 
later, the Jacksons had acquired a 
choice part of Havens’ estate and 
decided to live there. They called 
on a well-known Oakland architec- 
tural firm to design a home for them 
and their two daughters. 

Chester H. Miller and Carl |. War- 
necke established their relationship 
in 1917, one that lasted until Miller's 
death in 1951. According to City of 
Oakland records, “The firm hit a 
good stride for the building boom 
that set in” in the 1920s. “After a 
start in residential work, the firm be- 
gan to get contracts for the larger 
structures for which they later be- 
came noted,” 

These structures included the 
Tudor Hall Apartments, Women’s 
City Club, and the Hill Castle Apart- 
ments. In 1929 the firm won a na- 
tional prize for their design of 
Castlemont High School. 

“Although nearly all architectural 
Offices in Oakland closed during the 
Great Depression, Miller & War- 
necke decided to remain open,” 
say the records. “Though barely ac- 


tive, the firm emerged in the late 
‘30s as one of Oakland's leading 
architectural firms. The reason for 
their predominance is evident in the 
1936 design of the Jackson home 
in Wildwood Gardens. 

Early in 1938, two years after de- 
signing the Jackson home, the 
newly organized Oakland Housing 
Authority appointed Warnecke 
chairman of a board of five archi- 
tects to design three large housing 
projects. 

During World War Two the firm 
again decided to remain open and 
active regardless of the lower busi- 
ness volume. In 1945, Warnecke’s 
son John Carl entered the firm. 
When Miller retired in 1951, a new 
partnership known as Warnecke & 
Warnecke was formed. 

Miller & Warnecke chose the Tu- 
dor Revival style for the Jacksons’ 
home. The name Tudor suggests a 
house that imitates English archi- 
tecture from the early 16th cen- 
tury—the time of Henry VIII and his 
daughter Elizabeth.

FRESNO — St. Mary’s High 
School runner Gabriela Rios- 
Sotelo beat the rain, the wind 
and the cold to finish second in 
the Division IV girls race at Sat- 
urday’s California Interscholas- 
tic Federation state cross coun- 
try meet at Woodward Park. 

She also ran past Bishop O’- 
Dowd’s Alexi Pappas. One week 
before, in broad sunshine, that 
didn’t happen. 

Thus, Rios-Sotelo ended her 
high school cross country career 
on a positive note. 

“Tm pretty happy with what I 
did (and) how I ran the race,” said 
Rios-Sotelo, who missed last 
year’s championships with an in- 
jury.

As she had at the North Coast 
Section championships at Hay- 
ward High School on Nov. 20, 
Bishop O’Dowd’s Ariel Wright 
won the 3.1-mile race going 
away.

Rios- 
Sotelo was one of just four girls 
in Division IV to run at a pace of 
under six minutes per mile. 

The Bishop O’Dowd girls 
team was second in the division 
with 109 points, 39 points behind 
winner San Lorenzo Valley. 

In Division I, Berkeley’s Kad- 
hja Bonet made a strong im- 
pression in her first state meet. 
A junior in just her second year 
in cross country, Bonet ran 58th 
with a time of 19:30. 

Bonet said the trip was a

and 19 pounds) on bullheads at 
Chain Island, Others included Ruth 
Burton (4.5 pounds) on ghost 
shrimp at the Antioch Pier, Jim Kehn 
(32.96 pounds) on bullhead at Chain 
Island, Don Lenk (28.9 pounds) on 
bullhead at Pittsburg PG&E, Sal 
Valentia (10.45 pounds) on shad at 
Pittsburg PG&E, John and Christy 
Baker (20 pounds worth) on mud- 
suckers by the Antioch Bridge and 
J.C. Wells (13.85 pounds) on gobies 
on the Sacramento River. 

Chris Taylor and Joey Skym 
both caught 55-pound sturgeon on 
ghost shrimp at Chain Island, Dave 
Hammond caught an 87-pound 
sturgeon on grass shrimp at Chain 
Island and Robert Bland caught a 
50-pound sturgeon on grass and 
ghost shrimp at the Pittsburg PG&E 
plant. 

Audie Urbano of Hap’s Bait and 
Tackle in Rio Vista said a lot of 
schoolie stripers are being caught, 


as are a few keeper sturgeon. The 
stripers are mainly 5-7 pounds and 
are mostly coming from Suisun and 
San Pablo bays. That's why a few 
of them are munching on ghost 
shrimp, instead of the usual shad 
and mudsuckers. The sturgeon are 
biting on grass and ghost shrimp, 
but eel and salmon roe also are 
popular, Try Decker Island, the 
Power Lines and Cache Slough for 
sturgeon. Stripers are biting just 
about everywhere. 

THE LAKES 

LAKE CHABOT, CASTRO VAL- 
LEY: Trollers in boats are getting 
two to three trout per rod along the 
east side of the lake. Honker Bay 
and the island are two of the better 
spots. Shore and bait fishermen 
also are getting two or so fish per 
rod using white or orange Power 
Eggs from the same side of the 
lake. Some of the whopper trout 
caught last week came from the 
burner and the first dock. Despite 
the end of bass season, people are 
still working hard and getting them 
at Alder Point, Coots Landing and 
around the Island. 

LOS VAQUEROS, BRENT- 
WOOD: Anglers are getting limits of 
trout within 3-4 hours. Those who 
are trolling are having the most suc- 
cess using green and red flashers 
from the east coves to the dam. 
Troll no deeper than 20 feet. Two 
largemouth bass were caught this 
weekend, with one on the east side 
of the marina from shore with a 
nightcrawler. The other was a 5- 
pounder caught by John Scott of 
Danville from a boat with a worm in 
the most northwestern cove past 
the rock'wall. Striped bass are 
more active this time of year, mainly 
in the mornings, and anglers have 
reported some action at the mouth 
of Peninsula Cove. For stripers, try 
large lures like rebels or bombers. 
Also try Rat-L-Traps, poppers and 
rubber worms. 

With the cooling temperature, 
catfish action generally slows down. 
Anglers still can try with a boat in 
Peninsula Cove or near the dam. 
Most people on shore are going for 
rainbow trout, but the catfish are 
out there for anglers using chicken 
livers or PowerBait’s catfish bait (in 
blood, fish or liver flavors). 

LAKE DEL VALLE, LIVER- 
MORE: Trout that have been 
caught this week have ranged from 
4-7 pounds, with the hot spots be- 
ing the dam and the narrows. An- 
glers used minnow lures, Rooster 
Tails and rainbow PowerBait. 


There are still nice-size small- 
mouth bass being caught, and an- 
glers should use anything that re- 
sembles a small trout. The narrows 
and the north of the island are the 
hot spots. Several largemouth bass 
have been caught along the rock 
wall just past Swallow Bay toward 
Heron Bay. Catfish still are being 
caught, with chicken liver and night- 
crawlers still the hot baits. The deep 
area around the Island into the nar- 
rows are still the best spots.

_ Motives remain elusive in the clever ‘Clog

Some movies do us favors: 
They help us understand our- 
selves, from the way we live and 
work to the way we love or hate. 
“Closer,” the riveting, challeng- 
ing new relationship movie from 
director Mike Nichols, doesn’t do 
us any favors, It’s filled with ex- 
amples of selfish, nasty, ignoble 
human behavior, most of it in- 
volving cheating on a lover, but 
the motivations behind those be- 
haviors are left unexplained. 

The movie itself makes you 
feel the way you do when you've 
been cheated on — confused and 
grasping for answers. In the end, 
you’re left with the same paltry 
resolution as in real life. He just 
did. She just did. It just happened. 

The film, adapted for the 
screen by Patrick Marber, who 
wrote the original play by the 
same name, has only four char- 
acters. We see them only at cru- 
cial moments in their mutual re- 
lationships, which evolve over 
the course of a couple of years. 

One gloomy London day, Dan 
(Jude Law), a newspaper obitu- 
ary writer, spots Alice (Natalie 
Portman) in the street, seconds 
before she gets run over by a cab. 
It's a fantasy moment. Everything 
is moving in slow motion, 
Damien Rice’s dreamy song “The 
Blower’s Daughter” is blasting 
on the soundtrack and Alice is 
the damsel in distress. Briefly 
knocked unconscious, she wakes 
up flirting, with a little blood on 
her comely leg, and attaches her- 
self to a Dan like a puppy. Just 
to complete the fantasy, she re- 
veals that she makes her living 
as a stripper. 

Flash-forward to a year or so 
later, when Dan, inspired by Al- 
ice, has written a novel about the 
tawdry life of a sweet young 
stripper. Needing the obligatory 
author’s headshot, he visits the 
studio of photographer Anna (Ju- 
lia Roberts), who is cucumber- 
cool, sophisticated and 
supremely self-confident. They 
banter and Dan, though he’s 
been happily living with Alice, is 
instantly smitten. 

“Closer” delights in keeping 
us off-kilter. When the fourth 
character, a dermatologist 
named Larry (Clive Owen), is fi- 
nally introduced, we have no 
idea what the time frame is or if 
anything has transpired between 
Dan and Anna. All we know is 
that in the process of playing a 
créepy Internet joke on Anna,

Anna 
seems too frosty and reserved to 
spend her time bouncing be- 
tween the beds of two men. 
Meanwhile, Alice just seems like 
a figment of a male imagination 
— the smart stripper, drug-free, 
articulate, imminently pre- 
sentable. We never believe any- 
one actually loves anyone else, 
except perhaps for Alice. 

Why, then, is the movie 
called “Closer”? Maybe it’s be- 
cause the characters believe 
they’re getting closer, through 
brutal honesty and sharing con- 
fidences about their lovers. 
Anna and Alice, independently, 
exchange intimate details about 
Dan with Larry, and vice versa. 


All of it comes back to haunt 
them as the men, competing 
with each other, use these de- 
tails as a wedge to break up the 
various relationships. 

Even though we’re never en- 
gaged in these doomed relation- 
ships, “Closer” remains highly en- 
tertaining. It’s very reminiscent 
of Nichols’ 1966 movie version of 
“Who's Afraid of Virginia Woolf?” 
in which half the fun lay in the 
notion of powerhouses (and real- 
life lovers) Richard Burton and 
Elizabeth Taylor duking it out. 
“Closer” is, if anything, even more 
showily cast. Julia Roberts play- 
ing an adulteress? That’s as much 
fun as Tom Cruise playing an as- 
sassin for hire. And Portman, 
everyone's favorite Ivy League vir- 
gin, in a G-string? 

Then there’s the witty repar- 
tee, sometimes so fast you almost 
miss it. A few minutes after 
they’ve met, Alice offers Dan a 


cigarette, which he declines. “I’ve 
given up,” he says. “Try harder,” 
she responds. By the time you 
catch up and laugh, screenwriter 
Marber has moved on to his next 
zinger. And there’s always an- 
other clever line coming. The 
characters have a uniformity of 
intelligence, speech and wit. 
They are in tune with each other, 
never missing a conversational 
beat. The stripper is just as bright 
as the arty photographer, the der- 
matologist just as verbally adroit 
as the writer. They’re unreal, a 
writer’s contrivance, albeit a 
vastly amusing one. 

The funny thing is, even with 
that said, there’s some great act- 
ing in “Closer.” Portman is the 
weakest link, but that could be 
attributed in part to the ridicu- 
lous fantasy she’s attempting to 
play. Nichols gets a forceful, 
memorable performance from 
Clive Owen (last seen in the dis-

There’s a fungus among us 35th annual fair 


@ Oakland Museum of 
California’s Fungus Fair 
takes place this weekend

The Roman emperor Claudius 
died from one. Leprechauns use 
them as umbrellas. They made 
Vikings fearless. Ingestion can 
rot your liver or allow you to con- 
verge with the divine. 

As they Mycological Society 
notes, “The humble mushroom 
can wear many caps.” 

This weekend, the Mycologi- 
cal Society of San Francisco will 
host the 35th annual Fungus Fair 
at the Oakland Museum of Cali- 
fornia. Fungus aficionados will 
gather to swap stories, share 
recipes and favorite gathering 
spots, and learn from some of the 
world’s most renowned myco- 
logical experts. 

Garnering names like “puff- 
ball,” “death angel,” “stinkhorn,” 
“old man of the woods” and “poi- 
son pie,” the mushroom has 
lurked on the outskirts of civi- 
lization for thousands of years. 
But over the last couple of cen- 
turies, humans have figured out 
that these “fruiting bodies” make 
wonderful culinary companions. 

The Fungus Fair is a foodies’ 
delight. In addition to wild mush-

room soup specially prepared by 
Mycological Society members, 
special guests will be on hand to 
whip up fresh mushroom dishes, 
including Frances Wilson, head 
instructor at Tante Marie’s Cook- 
ing School and Steve Jaramillo, 
executive chef at Lalime’s. 

And for those interested in 
gathering their own mushrooms, 
experts will be on hand to iden- 
tify mushrooms, with examples 
of more than 250 species on dis- 
play. Slide shows and lectures on

mushrooms will take place 
throughout the weekend, in- 
cluding a talk by Debbie Viess 
on “Edible and Poisonous Mush- 
rooms of the Bay Area.” 

Dan Long is co-chair of the 
Fungus Fair, and finds tasty fruit- 
ing bodies all over San Francis- 
can lawns. “They’re called 
Shaggy Mane,” he says, and 
they’re very common and easy 
to identify. “That's probably the 
best mushroom I’ve ever eaten.” 

But of course, picking your 
own mushrooms can be a dan- 
gerous hobby. According to the 
California Poison Control Cen-

ter, more than 9,000 cases of 
mushroom ingestions are re- 
ported each year. And even ex- 
perienced mushroom hunters 
make mistakes, as many poiso- 
nous species closely resemble 
their delicious culinary cousins. 

In his four years of mycolog- 
ical wanderings, Long has never 
had a mushroom misadventure. 
And in fact, he says, only a small 
percentage of mushrooms are 
highly toxic. “Lots will make you 
nauseous and give you diarrhea, 
but not kill you,” says Long. But 
he cautions, “If you’re going to 
eat a mushroom, you really want 
to have somebody who is famil- 
iar with them.” 

The Mycological Society of San 
Francisco has been promoting the

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Real Corvettes should have Straight axles and a trunk

Bill Kellenberger was a senior 
in high school in Independence, 
Kan., in 1958, the year Chevrolet 
sold 9,169 Corvettes, The teenager 
was driving a 1950 Plymouth at the 
time, but a young man can look, 
and dream. He knew that the 1958 
Corvettes were the first time to have 
four headlights, and that small grille 
openings appeared to flank the 
center grille with its nine chrome- 
plated teeth. He also knew that, at 
a base price of $3,631, there was 
no way a high school senior could 
afford to own one. 

While attending Kansas Univer- 
sity, he met a fellow student who 
had a 1958 Corvette which had 
seen better days. But after a few 
rides, Kellenberger was firmly 
hooked on the fiberglass car. 
Dreams, however, often get pushed 
aside as life gets in the way. 

Kellenberger retired in March 
2000 as a United Airlines pilot and 
21 months later he was the happy 
owner of a red 1958 Corvette. The 
car had undergone a total restora- 
tion in the mid-1980s and had been 
trailered to car shows ever since. 
The man who restored it had given 
the car to his daughter who had no 
garage space or interest in the 
Corvette. When he first saw the 


Corvette, “I liked what | saw,” 
Kellenberger recalls. 

From disuse, the brakes were 
useless, so he had the 14-foot, 
9-inch-long Corvette hauled to his 
Manassas, Va., home. “All | was 
going to do was a brake job,” 
Kellenberger says with a straight 
face. 

“My intention was to go through 
the brakes and then drive it and 
enjoy it as-is,” he claims. That's his 
story and he's sticking with it. With 
the 2,793-pound car up on jack 
stands, he sent the brake cylinders 
off to be rebuilt. “While | was 
waiting | thought | might as well 
detail the engine compartment,” he 
says. That proved to be a difficult 
task with the engine in place. After 
pulling the engine, he easily 
cleaned and detailed the engine 
bay. And as long as the engine was 
out of the car, he thought he might 
as well remove the valve covers to 
inspect the innards. “I found two of 
the 16 valves about to wipe out,” 
Kellenberger says. That's when he 
discovered that the original 283-cu- 
bic-inch V8 had been replaced with 
a more powerful 350-cubic-inch V8 
from 1969, so he rebuilt the engine. 

At that point he noticed that the 
cockpit carpet was showing wear 
so he replaced it. But that made the 
seats look shabby so they had to 
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be replaced. The door panels, in 
turn, were replaced, as were the 
kick panels. Of course, the new 
interior outshone the inside of the 
trunk, which also got new carpet- 
ing. A hallmark of the 1958

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Corvettes, Kellenberger says, is a 
pair of chrome spears running from 
either side of the rear license plate 
up the length of the trunk lid. In the 
Corvette’s previous restoration, 
those chrome spears had been left 
off and the holes in the fiberglass 
filled in, Kellenberger located 
replacement spears and mounted 
them on the trunk lid. They looked 
great, but with the additional weight, 
the trunk lid wouldn't stay open. He 
solved that dilemma with a second 
set of springs. Most of the parts he 


needed came from a Michigan 
supplier. 

Next came the underside of the 
car, which Kellenberger cleaned and 
painted. And as long as he was 
down there, he installed a stainless- 
steel exhaust system so he would- 
n't be troubled again with that task. 
“That exhaust talks to me,” he says. 
“It's music to my ears.”

In some ways, German 
automaker BMW can’t win. 

Despite steadily climbing sales 
and a continually enhanced image 
as the producer of the ultimate — dri- 
ving machines, BMW had been 
harshly criticized in some corners 
for being seemingly incapable of 
breaking out of its traditional design 
scheme, as handsome as it was. 
Critics charged BMW's models 
were nothing more than small (3 
Series), medium (5 Series) and 
large (7 Series) versions of the 
same basic styling. 

It was against that backdrop that 
Milwaukee-born Chris Bangle 
became BMW's top designer. His 
mission was to make the models of 
varying sizes and prices resemble 
each other as family, but not be 
identical twins, or triplets. 

His first stab at the effort was the 
top-of-the-line 7 Series introduced 
four years ago. And if BMW thought 
the early criticism was harsh — well, 
they hadn't seen anything like the 
arrows that would be slung at the 


other vehicles. At 120,000 miles 
there could also be carbon buildup 
as well as dirty fuel injectors.

“You can say, find bank, find 
ATM, find gas station,” Zeiden- 
stein said, And the car readily 
complies. 

Zeidenstein, an associate vice 
president at Rice University, can 
also tell his Acura RL to make 
phone calls for him, and the car 
will direct his cell phone to dial. 
He can have a conversation 
without ever having to lift a 
finger. 

These hi-tech gizmos in the 
Acura RL reflect a growing trend 
in the automobile industry to 
design cars so that drivers do not 
have to take their hands off their 
steering wheel. Automakers, 
their suppliers and cell phone 
manufacturers are pitching 
hands-free technology as a safe 
way to rein in the expanding 
clutter of gadgetry that can leave 
drivers grabbing for everything 
but the steering wheel. 

But how safe are these 
devices, really? According to 
early evidence, probably not as 
much as you think. 

Some states endorse the 
trend. Florida, New Jersey, New 
York and Washington, D.C., have 
passed laws banning hand-held 
cell phones, requiring drivers to 
use headsets, speaker phones or 
phones built into their car. But 
federal regulators, consumer 
advocates and some independent 
safety researchers are concerned 
that hands-free technology may 
give a false sense of security. 

A recent study by the National 
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Highway Transportation Safety 
Administration suggests that 
drivers who use hands-free cell 
phone adaptors are actually no 
safer behind the wheel than 
drivers who hold the phone with 
one hand and steer with the 
other. 

“Our focus is on trying to 
understand what the combined 
effect may be on overall driving 
performance,” said Joseph 
Kanianthra, the associate 
administrator for vehicle safety 
research at the highway safety 
administration. “If these 
technologies keep coming into 
the vehicles, how well are drivers 
able to cope?” 

Driver distractions, which 
include everything from eating 
to talking on cell phones to 
changing radio stations, play a 
role in 25 percent to 30 percent 
of automobile crashes, according 
to the highway safety adminis- 
tration. With 163 million cell 
phone subscribers nationwide, 
and many of them taking their 
cell phone conversations into the 
car, safety experts are concerned 
that the number of distraction- 
related accidents could rise. 

The administration’s recent 
study pointed out that when 
drivers used hands-free devices, 
they took longer to dial the 
phone and made more errors 
than when they were making 
calls with their hands, Drivers 
using a cell phone headset had 
to redial their calls 40 _ percent 
of the time because of mistakes, 
compared with an error rate of 
18 percent for drivers who held 
the phone. 

The study concluded that in 
most cases, drivers “overesti- 
mated the ease of use afforded 
by hands-free phone interfaces,”

Automakers try to balance 


Drivers can easily 
distracted, even when they have 
both hands on the wheel. “In 
many cases, it’s the amount of 
brain power you're using,” said 
David Champion, the senior di- 
rector of auto tests for Consumer 
Reports. “Even if you’re using a 
hands-free phone, you’re using 
quite a bit of brain power to 
actually have a discussion.” 

Apart from regulating the use 
of cell phones in cars, state laws 
are silent on other distracting 
technology inside a car. The 
states and the federal govern- 
ment have left it up to the 
automakers to design features 
like navigation systems and DVD 
players so they are safe for dri- 
vers to operate. 

The Alliance of Automobile 
Manufacturers, which includes 
most of the world’s top 
automakers like General 
Motors, DaimlerChrysler, Ford 
and Toyota, has written a set of 
safety standards for vehicle 
technology. Under those 
standards, the automakers 
agreed to design DVD players 
andin-car televisions so that 
the driver cannot not see them 
while the car is in motion. They 
also agreed not to make devices 
that obstruct the driver’s view or 
require the use of more than one 
hand. 

“The goal is to minimize both 
visual and mental distractions,” 
said Gloria Bergquist, vice 
president of the alliance. 
Bergquist said the industry be- 
lieves it has drawn up guidelines 
that strike a proper balance be- 
tween encouraging the design of 
entertainment-related features 
and keeping drivers safe. 

“The guidelines recommend 
that no more than two seconds

“The old driver distractions 
such as the crying child in the 
back seat remains as powerful as 
ever,” she added. “Today, 
however, a DVD player can help 
avoid that distraction by keeping 
the kids happy and entertained.” 

Still, with navigation systems, 
DVD players, speaker phones 
and satellite radio, some experts 
said that drivers have too many 
gadgets diverting their eyes from 
the road. And since the use of 
these potentially distracting tech- 
nologies in vehicles is a relatively 
new phenomenon, there is little . 
research on their safety. 

“There’s not as much data as 


we'd like to say how many 
people each year are killed be- 
cause of these various devices,” 
said Paul A. Green, a scientist at 
the University of Michigan 
Transportation Research Insti- 
tute. 

Green oversaw a study in 
which drivers were asked to 
operate a navigation system 
while they performed normal 
driving tasks, like switching 
lanes. The results, he said, were 
not encouraging. On average, 
he found that drivers take 5.4 
seconds to read and to process 
an electronic map. 

“We see that use of these 
devices, depending on the task, 
can degrade driving 
significantly,” Green said. 

But he added that since 
navigation systems help to keep 
drivers from _ getting lost, the 
benefits of having one could 
outweigh the negatives. 

“It’s not as if all these devices 
all the time are bad,” he said. 
“Navigation systems provide 
lots of nice safety benefits. 

Automakers may be getting 
the message to make car 
technology less distracting. But 
it would be a mistake to conclude 
that voice-activated, hands-free 
features make the roads safer, 
Green said. 

“There’s this notion that 
speech is this panacea,” he said. 
“It has the possibility to be a 
solution, but it depends on the 
implementation.” 

Joseph Coughlin, a professor 
at MIT who has done research 
on driver distractions, said new 
technologies are being put in cars 
faster than drivers can learn how 
to use them. “We have too much 
of a good thing,” Coughlin said.

Family gatherings are an ideal 
time to document family history.

shorts in the electrical system of tree 
lights, candle flames, or matches and 
lighters ignited near tree limbs. 

Well-watered trees can fend off 
a fire. Dry, neglected trees have 
the propensity to go up like a 
torch. It only takes seconds for a 
tree fire to spread to uncontrol- 
lable levels. To prevent the possi- 
bility of fire in your home, play it 
safe with your tree: 

= Keep the tree stand filled with 
water daily. 

@ Inspect electrical lines for shorts 
or frayed wiring. 

= Do not use lit candles on your 
tree — you're asking for trouble. 

= Keep open flames, cigarettes 
and other fire-inducing objects away 
from the tree. 

m Place your tree away from ra- 
diators, heaters or fireplaces so it 
won't dry out as quickly or catch fire. 

@ If your tree already shows 
signs of dryness, remove it from 
your house.

Skiing in Italy

Jim 
Zurer, an independent travel agent 
who focuses exclusively on Italy, 
raves, “From the Val d’Aosta near 
the French border, to the Dolomites 
on the Austrian border, the Italian 
Alps are a big winter playground. 
Better yet, all of the resorts are fam- 
ily friendly.” 

Neil Goodman of Select Italy, 
an Italian specialist travel planner 
recommends, “The Italian ski-re- 
sort town of Courmayeur is a 
charming old village perched un- 
der beautiful Mont Blanc [15,780 
feet], the highest mountain in Eu- 
rope. The locals are friendly, the 
skiing and snowfall abundant and 
the nightlife lively. Because of its 
location, on the border of France 
and near Zermatt, Switzerland, 
skiers have the opportunity to ski 
three different countries in one 
visit.” 

Finally, Fabrizio Ferrucci, a ski 
enthusiast and professional wine 
expert from Chianti, advises, “The 
Dolomites are fantastic. You can 
ski all day and never do the same 
run twice. The best places are 
Selva val Gardena, Ortisei, and 
Canazei. In Ortisei, there is a fan- 
tastic hotel called The Adler with 
great food and spa.” My pick would 
be the Hotel Rosa Alpina, in the 
Dolomites, with its charming ar- 
chitecture, devoted service, and ex- 
cellent food. 


New Zealand/Australia 


An active family destination is 
New Zealand. One family of six in 
the Uncommon Travels network 
participated in 17 sports during 
their two-week visit. Queensland, 
on the South Island, is the sport- 
ing capital of New Zealand offer- 
ing the typical, golf and tennis, to 
the uncommon, bungee jumping, 
hang gliding, and even luging. 
Some favorite inns include Arthur's 
Pass Wilderness Lodge, Kauri Cliffs 
Lodge, Edgewater Resort and Lake 
Moeraki Wilderness Lodge. While 
there, join a Lord of the Rings tour. 
Liz Spando says, “The one must- 
do destination in New Zealand is 
the Milford Sound where dramatic 
6,000 foot mountains rise from the 
sea.” 

On Australia, Liz says “It is dif- 
ficult to see Australia in less than 
two weeks, there is so much to do. 
A trip to Sydney combined with a 
stay on one of the islands on the 
Great Barrier Reef, either Hayman, 
Heron or Lizard Island, is a good 
start.” Margaret Klingenberger, 
president of Covington Travel, 
planned a father-daughter trip to 
Australia last December. A highlight 
of their trip was climbing the cat- 
walks and ladders to the top of the 
Sydney Harbour Bridge with its 
magnificent views. Another was 
seeing the fireworks on New Year's 
Day. She recommends a must-see 
visit to Kangaroo Island — an un- 
spoiled wilderness area where you 
can visit the world famous kanga- 
roos and koalas as well as seals, 
sea lions, and penguins.

Instructions 


Find a bottle. Try to find a bottle 
with a narrow neck that tapers to a 
wider bottom. It should have a cone 
shape to coil around. Some soft 
drink bottles will work. Catsup, salad 
dressing, and wine bottles also work 
well. Holding the bottle firmly, wrap 
the wire around the bottle, beginning 
on the top and winding downward. 
Keep the wire taut, and each revo- 
lution around the bottle should be 
wound tightly against the next. 

When the piece of wire is com- 
pletely wound, remove from bottle. 
Lift the wire upward off the narrow 
end. Adjust the coil to desired shape, 
pulling apart to increase height and 
widen or narrow coils to desired 
shape. Experiment with different bot- 
tles and a variety of wire lengths to 
create trees tall and thin, short and 
plump, leaning or perfectly straight. 


Point the top end of the wire upward 
to hold the star. 

Trace a star pattern. Draw shapes 
onto aluminum using a sharp 
pointed pencil. Cut out star shapes 
from aluminum using scissors. Cut 
tiny slits on the inside points of the 
large star. 

Lay the small star centered on 
top of the large star.

Eating light 


In “Getting Thin and Loving 
Food: 200 Easy Recipes to Take 
You Where You Want to Be” 
(Houghton Mifflin, $27), author 
Kathleen Daelemans, another 
Food Network vet, doesn’t ask her 
readers to do anything she hasn't 
done herself. She's lost 75 pounds 
and kept them off, not with fad di- 
ets, but with real lifestyle changes. 
Daelemans advocates taking 
“baby steps” through exercise and 
eating smart. Still, her recipes 
never skimp on flavor and are so 
good that anyone can benefit from 
her advice. 


Trendsetters 


Nigella Lawson, stylish televi- 
sion host and author, loves a party, 
and “Feast: Food to Celebrate 
Life” (Hyperion, $35) is her ode to 
ritual and celebration. The book 
is divided into menus. The tradi- 
tional holiday feasts of Thanks- 
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giving, Christmas and New Year's 
are here. But Lawson also sees 
reasons to commemorate the 
most ordinary life experiences 
through cooking and eating. 

Although some of the recipes 
are very, very British, it's hard to 
resist Lawson's infectious spirit for 
bringing people together. 

“Bouchon” by Thomas Keller 
with Jeffrey Cerciello, Susie Heller 
and Michael Ruhiman (Artisan, 
$50) is hands down the most ex- 
tensive look at bistro cooking 
we've seen. It runs over 300 
Pages, spanning all of the quin- 
tessential dishes of the genre, 
from simple vinaigrettes and frisee 
salad to duck confit and stuffed 
quail. This is the book for the se- 
rious cook on your gift list.

CURRIED CASHEW AND 
CAULIFLOWER SOUP 

Y% teaspoon saffron threads, 
optional 

1 cup boiling water 

Ye head cauliflower, cut into 
bite-size pieces 

6 tablespoons oil (peanut or 
canola), divided 

1 tablespoon brown mustard 
seeds 

5 red jalapeno or 8 Thai pep- 
pers, stemmed, seeded and 
roughly chopped 

1 cup whole raw cashews 

2 tablespoons minced garlic 

1 yellow onion, minced 

1-inch piece fresh ginger, 
peeled and minced 

1 tablespoon kosher salt 

2 tablespoons curry powder 

2 cans (14 ounces each) co- 
conut milk 

1 pound new red potatoes, 
washed and cut into bite-size 
pieces 

2 to 4 tablespoons lemon juice 

2 tablespoons coarsely 
chopped cilantro or parsley 

Preheat oven to 450 degrees. 
Have all of the ingredients 
chopped and measured. Place 
saffron threads, if using, and boil- 
ing water in a cup. Set aside. 

Combine cauliflower and 3 ta- 
blespoons oil in a roasting pan; 
toss to coat well with oil. Roast 
cauliflower until it begins to crisp 
and turn golden. Check every 10 
minutes and stir occasionally to 
keep it from burning. When ten- 
der and a fork easily pierces 
through the flesh, remove from 
oven and set aside. 

Meanwhile, pour remaining 3 
tablespoons oil into a soup pot 
and set over medium-high heat. 
When hot, add mustard seeds and 
quickly set lid ajar on top of pot. 
When an aroma similar to popcorn 
emanates from the pot, add hot 
peppers and quickly stir until they 
change color and begin to blister. 
Add cashews and stir well to coat 
with oil. Saute cashews until they 
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begin to change color. Add garlic 
and stir about a minute. Then add 
onion. Stir well, cover and cook 5 
minutes or until the onion is 
translucent and very soft. Add gin- 
ger, salt and curry powder. Stir, 
cover and cook 5 minutes until 
mixture is very thick. 

Whisk in coconut milk until 
blended. Add to pot along with 
potatoes and saffron-water. Reduce 
heat to medium and simmer until 
potatoes are tender, about 25 min- 
utes. Stir occasionally. Add roasted 
cauliflower, reduce heat to medium- 
low and simmer 5 minutes. 

Remove from heat and add 
lemon juice and cilantro. Stir well 
and adjust to taste with salt. If 
soup seems too thick add a little 
water and adjust seasoning again 
before serving. 

Makes 4 to 8 servings.

POTATO LEEK SOUP WITH 
OVEN-ROASTED WILD 
MUSHROOMS 

4 large leeks, white and pale 
green parts only 

4 tablespoons olive oil, divided 

3 large russet potatoes (about 
3 pounds) peeled and cut into 
chunks 

Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper 

6 cups chicken stock 

2 tablespoons minced sage 
plus 1 big sprig, divided 

8 ounces wild mushrooms 

1 tablespoon minced chives or 
Italian parsley 

Ye cup whipping cream 

2 tablespoons dry vermouth 

Split leeks down the length and 
rinse well. Chop coarsely. In a 
large soup pot, heat 2 table- 
spoons oil over medium heat. Add 
leeks and cook, stirring, 2 to 3 
minutes or until aromatic and be- 
ginning to soften. Stir in potatoes 
with a generous pinch of salt and 
pepper; stir to mix with leeks. Add 
chicken stock with sage sprig and 
bring just to a boil, then lower heat 
and simmer until potatoes are very 
tender, 20 to 30 minutes. 

Preheat oven to 450 degrees. 
Brush or wipe mushrooms, trim 
and coarsely chop. Drizzle with re- 
maining 2 tablespoons olive oil, 
tossing to coat evenly. Add chives, 
minced sage and a good pinch of 
salt and pepper. Toss to mix. 
Transfer to an ovenproof skillet 
and roast in oven until mushrooms 
are tender and lightly crisp around 
the edges, 15 to 20 minutes. 

When potatoes are tender, re- 
move sage sprig from pot and 
puree soup using an immersion 
blender or work in batches using 
a food processor. Return soup to 
medium heat and taste for sea- 
soning, adding salt and pepper if 
needed. 

Remove mushrooms from pan. 
Add cream to the skillet and bring 
to a boil over medium-high heat, 
stirring to scrape up flavorful bits. 
Reduce liquid to thicken slightly, 
1 to 2 minutes. Add vermouth and 
boil 1 minute longer, then season 
to taste with salt and pepper. La- 
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dle hot soup into bowls and spoon 
roasted mushrooms into the cen- 
ter of each. Drizzle cream mixture 
over the surface of the soup and 
serve right away. 

Makes 6 servings. 

Note: The soup can be thinned 
out if needed with water. Adjust 
seasonings as necessary.

GREENGROCER’S SOUP WITH 
ONION, PEPPER, RAPINI AND 
POTATOES 

1-% to 2 pounds Idaho pota- 
toes, scrubbed 

1 bunch rapini, about 1 pound 
(see note) 

1 large meaty red pepper 

1 tablespoon vegetable oil 

3 tablespoons butter 

2/3 cup chopped onion 

2 to 4 cups meat broth 

Fine sea salt 

Fresh ground black pepper 

If baking the potatoes, preheat 
oven to 450 degrees. Pierce pota- 
toes in several places and bake 
50 to 60 minutes, or until very ten- 
der when pierced. If boiling the 
potatoes, drop into boiling water 
and cook at a moderate boil until 
tender, about 30 minutes. With ei- 
ther method, cool potatoes, scoop 
out flesh and mash through a 
potato ricer. (Although the texture 
will be different, mash with a 
potato masher or large fork if you 
don’t have a ricer). Set aside. 

Bring a pan of salted water to 
a boil. Cut off tops and florets of 
rapini and set aside for another 
use. Peel the tough dark-green 
rind that surrounds the stems. 
Wash stems in cold water. Add to 
boiling water and cook until ten- 
der. Drain and cut into pieces 
about 2 inches long. 

Cut red pepper lengthwise 
along its creases; remove stem, 
seeds and core. Use a swivel- 
blade peeler to remove skins from 
peppers. Cut flesh into narrow 
strips about 2 inches long. 

Put oil, butter and chopped 
onion in a saucepan, turn heat to 
medium-high and cook, stirring 
occasionally, until onion becomes 
colored pale gold. Add rapini 
stems, turn to coat well and cook 
about 10 minutes. (Reduce heat 
if necessary.) Add pepper strips 
and cook 8 to 10 minutes, stirring 
from time to time. 

5. Add potatoes to pan. Stir 
well; add salt and several grind- 
ings black pepper. Pour enough 
meat broth into pan to achieve the 
consistency you desire. Cook at 
a slow simmer 30 to 40 minutes.

LEBANESE LENTIL SOUP 

2 cups lentils 

12 cups water 

1 tablespoon salt, or to taste 

Ys Cup extra-virgin olive oil 

2 medium red onions, finely 
chopped 

Ye teaspoon ground black pep- 
per 

Y% cup uncooked orzo or acini 
pepe pasta 

Fresh lemon juice (about 3 to 
4 tablespoons) 

Chopped cilantro or parsley 
(about % cup) 

Lemon wedges 

Combine lentils, water and salt 
in a 5 to 6 quart pot. Bring to a 
boil and skim off any scum that 
rises to the surface. Then lower 
heat, cover and simmer gently 
about 20 minutes while you cook 
the onions. 

Heat olive oil in a large frying 
pan over medium-high heat. Add 
onions and cook, stirring often, 
until they turn a very dark brown 
color, about 20 minutes. Stir con- 
stantly during last 5 to 10 minutes 
of cooking to prevent burning. (It 
may be necessary to reduce heat 
to medium.) 

When onions are well browned, 
add 1 cup simmering lentil water 
to the pan with the onions. Stand 
back; the water will sizzle and 
steam. Continue cooking, stirring 
every now and then, until the wa- 
ter has almost totally evaporated, 
about 5 minutes 

Scrape onion mixture into the 
pot with the lentils. Stir in the pep- 
per. Cover and simmer 10 more 
minutes. Add pasta, cover and 
simmer until just tender and the 
lentils are completely cooked, 
about 15 minutes. Remove soup 
from heat, cool and refrigerate 4 
to 6 hours, then reheat before 
serving. (It needs to stand in or- 
der to thicken. The soup can be 
made a day or two ahead, refrig- 
erated and reheated.) 

To serve, reheat soup and la- 
dle into bowls. Stir % tablespoon 
lemon juice into each bowl and 
finish each with a sprinkle of 
cilantro or parsley. (Or stir all of 
lemon juice and herbs into pot of 
soup.) Serve lemon wedges 
alongside.
